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DISCUSSION 

Choi KR' 112, according to the Korean Office action in applicant's Korean patent application 
Serial No. 10-1999-0049230, discloses that image quality improvement work is carried out for 
fingerprint data inputted from a prism using absolute values without considering the characteristics 
of the fingerprints. The fingerprint data is binarized using a directional binary filter. Thinning for 
the binarized fingerprint image is carried out. Fingerprint minutiae are extracted from the thinned 
fingerprint data through restoration work. 

Han KR'423, discloses that the present invention relates to a computer monitor using a 
fingerprint-recognizing device. A newly developed compact size of a finger-ring-recognizing system 
is variously mounted inside or outside a computer monitors part so that a user can contact his or her 
fingerprint outside the computer monitor. The fingerprint-recognizing system is applied to the 
computer monitor part so that the user can be recognized more exactly than a personal password in 
an information control of a computer system or a network construction, or in an internet electronic 
commerce. Thus, the user can conveniently input his or her fingerprint outside without difficulty 
in an information security system which is constructed.
